The average American family of 
two. or more eats a little more 
than $31 worth of food each week. 
This figure was obtained through 
a nation-wide survey of 6,000 
households, reports Harriet 
Wright, Extension nutrition spe- 
cialist at the University of Mas- 
sachusetts. It was a U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture survey. 

“Of course the amount spent 
varies depending upon income, the 
number of people in the family 
and to some extent their ages,” 
says Miss Wright. 

With the number in the family 
averaging 3.6, food for a day in 
the survey families had a value 
of $1.25 per person. Since the sur- 
vey was taken, food prices have 
risen 2 per cent so a survey today 
would likely show average food 
value of almost $1.30 a day per

This survey figure includes the 
total money value of food bought 
and prepared at home, food ob- 
tained from thc farm or home gar- 
den, food received as gift or pay 
and also the value of food eaten 
away from home. 

A breakdown of the $1.25 per 
day per person shows that 36 per 
cent went for meat, poultry, fish 
an eggs. The Icwest portion was 
10 per cent for bread and other 
grain products. Milk and milk 
products other than butter ac- 
counted for 15 per cent and 19 
other vegetables and fruits. The 
remaining 20 per cent was spent 
for fats, sweets, beverages and all 
other foods. 

The amount spent for food was 
slightly ._higher -in the Northeast 
than in other sections of the coun-
